GENERAL HARRISON’s LETTER 
TO BOLIVAR. 

We publish below a part of General Her- 
risou’s letier to General Boljvar, writes 
while he was Minister at Columbia, in Sep- 
tember, 1829.

maa liberty. We have always declared, that 
however distinguished were the military 
services of Geseral Harrison, it was not to 
them alone that Lis friends looked, in se!ect- 
‘ing him for the prominent station he now 
holds as candidate for the Presidency; but 
that his civil acts, his known and (ried vir- 
tue, his estimation of the true and limited 
relation occupied by 2 great miluiary chiel- 
tain, entitled bimto the higher considera- 
tion, and gave hima just eicvation above 
all his cotemporaries. The opinions ex- 
pressed in this letter are trely worthy of 
WASHINGTON, whom General Harri- 
son has constantly hicld up to himself as a 
mode! for imitativn. Brave, generous, and 
magnanimous, Harrison fought the battles 
of his country with heroic ardor, tempering 
the impetuonity of chivalric feelings, by the 
cool dictates of judgment, and when cailed 
to the councils of his country, he exercised 
that far-reaching genius which saw into the 
tuture, and provided for the wants of un- 
bora millions.
